Dear Mr. Chairman: 

I have been glad to gat your letter of November 20, which 
arrived in good time yesterday. AS you will heve seen, I was able 
to announce the lifting of our quarantine prompty at my press 
conference, on the basis of your welcome assurance that the IL-28 
bombers will be removed within a month, 

I am now instructing our negotiators in New York to move ahead 
promptly with proposals for a solution of the remaining elements 18 
the Cuban problem, I do not wish to confuse the discussion by trying 
to state our pre. ent position in dctull in this message, but I do 
want you to know that I continue to belicve that it is important to 


_ settle this matter promptly and on reasonable terms, 50 that we may 


rove on to other issues. 1 regret that you heve been uncbie to persuade 
Me. Castro to accept a suitable form of inspection or verification in 
Cuba, and that in consequence we must continue to rely upen our own 
roeans of information. But, 2s I said yesterday, there need he no 

fear of any invasion af Cuba while matters take their present favorabls 
course. 
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
